AT CARTHAGE FOR YEARS 


Rice C. Hill, a life-long resi­ 
d ent and bu siness m an of C ar­ 
thage, died th is m orning a t 9 :30 
o’clock a t th e M ajor Hospital in 
Shelby v ille, following an em er­ 
gency operation for appendicitis 
a week ago Tu esday . He was in 
a critical condition w hen taken 
to th e hospital, and 
com plica­ 
tions arose, w hich cau sed 
his 
death .

The deceased was 
fifty -eight 
y ears of age, hav ing been born 
in C arthage in April, 187 0. 
He 
w as form erly a blacksm ith, bu t 
for th e past sev eral y ears 
had 
operated a u sed goods store 
in 
C arthage. He was a m em ber of 
th e M asonic lodge of th a t place. 
Su rv iv ing him are the 
w’idow, 
Mrs. R ena Hill, 
three 
sons, 
Fred and F rank of C arthage and 
E arl of Anderson, a 
dau ghter. 
Miss R u th Hill of Indianapolis 
and one grandchild. 
The body will be brou ght from 
Shelby v ille to the residence

Wilcox and C harles C. Deam 
recently m ade a trip in north ern 
Indiana to inspect lands classi­ 
fied u nder the forestry laws and 
v isited the farm of John Fensel 
near M ontpelier. Fensel was th e 
first person to take adv antage 
of this law passed in 19 21 and 
classified 20 acres. 
This 20 acre tra c t was 
pu r­ 
chased in 19 00 a t nom inal cost 
after the form er owner h ad cu t 
and sold the tim ber 
down 
to 
three inches in diam eter. F en­ 
sel pastu red it one y ear, noted 
the dam age 
stock 
did 
y ou ng 
trees, 
and 
nev er pastu red it>* 
since.

ment. The July 
estimates 
of 
acreage indicated some increase 
in the total crop area over last 
year b ut the composite condi­ 
tion of the principal crops on 
July 1 was not quite up to aver­ 
age. 
Spring wheat is headed and 
fairly well filled ex cept where it 
has b een hurt b y drought as in 
sections of South Dakota 
and 
southwestern Minnesota. 
The 
July reports indicated

spring wheat crop ab out average 
b ut much smaller than last 
year. 
Wheat harvest is slowly mov­ 
ing up into the North, having 
b een delayed b y b ad 
weather.

CROSSING FATALITIES 
(Muncic Star) 
Indiana’s unfavorable record 
in the m atter of grade crossing 
fatalities shows the unusual res­ 
ponsibility of this state in pro­ 
tecting 
its 
highway 
traffic. 
American Railway 
Association 
statistics disclose that Indiana 
was second 
last 
year 
in the 
number of those k illed at grade 
crossings. Ohio was first, 
and 
both this state and Ohio report­ 
ed increases over the number of 
those k illed in 19 26. The tenden­ 
cy in Illinois and 
most other 
states has been toward lowering 
the number of fatalities. 
This state, and Ohio to a small 
degree, occupies an exceptional 
position in relation to traffic of 
the nation. Every transcontinen­ 
tal train and every train going 
from the eastern to the western 
parts of the country, and north 
of the Ohio river, crosses Indi­ 
ana. While we have not as many 
miles of railway track s as some 
other states, our railway traffic 
is denser. The same applies to 
our 
highways. The 
National 
road, the Lincoln Highway and 
other great 
automobile tho­ 
roughfares cross the state from 
east to west. The Dixie Highway 
and some other heavily traveled 
automobile routes cross,the state 
from north to south. 
The 
combination of excep­ 
tionally heavy 
railway’ 
and 
highway traffic results in the fa­ 
talities that place Indiana sec­ 
ond on the list among the states. 
Conditions as to traffic density 


are lik ely to be worse instead of 
better and greater precautions 
should be tak en.

Your correspondent gives 
a 
comparative table showing

creases in tax rates in the var­ 
ious taxing units of the county. 
Certainly a county hospital can 
not be blamed for that. 
Every 
taxpayer should k now why he is 
paying increased rates. He is un­ 
doubtedly receiving 100 cents on 
his dollar of taxes paid. If he is 
not, he should complain. If he 
investigated, he would find that 
the increases are largely due to 
new roads and better schools. 
In some taxing units the offic­ 
ials were penny wise and pound 
foolish. In other words, they en­ 
deavored to k eep the rate 
low 
during their administration 
by 
borrowing money, but in 
the 
end the bills had to be paid by 
taxation. There is only one thing 
which determines how 
much 
the people shall pay in 
taxes, 
and that is the money spent. If 
the valuation is low, the 
rate 
will be high and if the valuation 
is high the rate will be low, but 
the inescapable fact is that the 
tax bill must be paid. Any com­ 
parison of tax rates for 
this 
year and last must, to be hon­ 
est, tak e into consideration the 
revaluation of farm lands last 
year, which increased the rates 
because of lower valuations. 
Your correspondent says the 
propaganda favoring a hospital 
has very little to say regarding 
the m aintenance cost. That

true becuse it is impossible

give any figures on the cost of 
m aintaining a Rush county hos­ 
pital, since there never was such 
an institution.

These are facts and may be veri­ 
fied by addressing officers of the 
above institutions. 
The taxpayer need have no con­ 
cern about the total 
m ainten­ 
ance cost. All he needs to con- 
sidre is the deficit, which is the 
difference between the receipts 
and expenditures of a hospital, 
and which has to be met by tax­ 
ation/ The taxpayers are 
now 
and have been for many years 
paying taxes to care for 
Rush 
county charity cases in hospi­ 
tals outside Rush county. 
This 
money spent in a Rush 
county 
hospital would help meet the de- 


ber of beds in the Long hospital, 
it is practically impossible 
to 
get a charity p atient in the Long 
hospital? 
Your correspondent 
places 
the question in a false light, in 
the first place, 
by 
"guessing" 
that the upk eep of the hospital 
would cost the taxpayers $20,- 
000 a year, when the experience 
of other hospitals 
shows 
it 
would not, and in the 
second 
place, by stating that the charge 
the first year for bond maturi­ 
ties and interest would be $14,- 
250, without giving the cost for 
the succeeding nineteen 
years. 
He adds the two, showing a total 
expense of $34,250 a year and 
computes his own tax rate 
of 
.074 per $100. 
This is misleading in 
that 
anyone attem pting to arrive at 
the facts, would multiply $14,250 
by 20 years and arrive at 
the 
false conclusion that the hospi­ 
tal would cost $285,000. This is 
just $67.500 more than the cost

correspondent, whether purpose­ 
ly or not neglected to

that each year

ing retired, and while the ma­ 
turities 
and 
interest charge 
might be $11,250 the first year, 
this cost would be 
materially 
lowered annually. 
This committee averaged the 
cost of retiring the bonds and 
meeting the interest charge, in 
order not to confuse taxpayers 
with a large assortment of fig­ 
ures This committee defies any­ 
one to prove that the average

Newest Development Concerns

Unless developments now un- 


foreseen should appear, funeral 
services for the man whose body 
was found in a wheat field Mon- 
day by William Taylor south of 
the city, will be buried Thursday 
morning. The body is now at 
the chapel in East Hill ceme- 
tery. 


A late development that may 


lead directly to the identity of 
the man who was found mur- 
dered south of the city Monday 
afternoon, came late today when 
Sheriff L. M. Coons, who is con- 
ducting the Rushville end of the 
investigation, received a 
long 


distance call from a Cincinnati 
detective asking for the date on 
which the trousers worn by the 
unidentified man 
were pur- 


chased. 
Local authorities had not seen 


the date in the trousers, but the 
sheriff, who is holding some of 
the articles of clothing, searched 
the trousers and found attached 
to the left hip pocket the date 
which read. July 18, 1928. While 
searching the clothing he found 
a small gold locket with a 3-inch 
chain attached in one of 
the 


vest pockets. The locket, it is 
thought, was a woman's locket, 
but it bore no mark of identifi- 
cation and was empty. On the 
*wo socks which the 
Sheriff 


found were the familiar initials: 
E A. C. printed on tabs 
with 


ink. 
On two handkerchiefs, 


TJThich were found, these initials 
also appeared. 


The Cincinnati detective asked 


that local authorities investigate 
as to whether there were any 
scars on the man's stomach or 
on the calf of his left leg. These, 
he said, might lead to the iden- 
tity of the man. Cincinnati po- 
lice were investigating in 
the 


clothing stores where'the man's 
garments were bought. 


Chances for identifying 
the 


body seem remote as efforts of 
Rushville and Cincinnati law 
departments fail to get any tan- 
gible evidence from the clues at 
hand. One of the developments 
concerns the ring which the 
man wore on his finger and 
which had the Greek letters 
Delta Theta Phi. This has been 
established as that of a law 
fraternity.

er Stops Grazing 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 1— j 


Application of "common sense" 
forestry practices to the woodlot 
will go a long wavs.. toward, 
bringing back the $14,000,000 
annual loss to Indiana forests 
and on waste lands, declares 
^lalph Wilcox of the forestry di- 
vision of the state conservation 
department, in a. report to Ri- 
chard Lieber, Director. 


Wilcox and Charles C. Deam 


recently made a trip in northern 
Indiana to inspect lands classi- 
fied under the forestry laws and 
visited the farm of John Fensel 
near Montpelier. Fensel was the 
first person to take advantage 
of this law passed in 1921 and 
classified 20 acres. 


This 20 acre tract was pur- 


chased in 1900 at nominal cost 
after the former owner had cut 
and sold the timber down to 
three inches in diameter. Fen- 
sel pastured it one year, noted 
the damage stock did young 
trees, and never pastured 
it>- 


since. 


During the. 28 years Fensel 


followed practical forest farm- 
ing, marketing mature trees'be- 
fore they decayed, replacing un- 
desirable ones with better spe- 
cies and kept fire out of the 
tract. With timber, cut 
from 


this little forest there was built 
a double corn crib 20x24 feet;- a 
sheep barn 20x30 feet; horse I 
barn 20x36 feet; garage 10x14| 
feet; a cellar house 12x14 feet, 
and no less than 150 posts and 
40 cords of wood have been sold 
or used on the farm. Besides the 
buildings, Mr. Fensel sold 
the 


ash for handles in 1918 for $400, 
and in 1924 he disposed of the 
elm for barrels for $300. This 
land was purchased for $570 and 
the owner has been offered $3,- 
000 for the standing timber. 


This remarkable income has 


been derived hi 28 years from- a 
small woodlot which was proba- 
bly considered, at the tune of 
purchase, as waste -cut over- 
land. The factor which, made 
such high returns, Wilcox con- 
tends, was the "personal factor" 
which was added to the forest 
crop the same as to the agricul- 
tural crop. In this case Mr. Fen- 
sel "farmed" his woods' and 
made them pay.

SAYS FARM PROPERTY 


IS USED TO PAY TAXES 


Township and County Budgets, 


Soon to be in Making-, Are 


Subject for Discussion 


Discussion of the 
township 


and county tax budget was'made 
this morning by Louis M. Tay- 
lor, chairmatttof the tax depart- 
ment of the Indiana State Farm 
Bureau, 
Indianapolis, 
at a 


special meeting of the 
Rush 


county farm bureau at the 
'Assembly room in the court 
house. 


Mr. Taylor, speaking of the 


"crying situation in the present 
tax assessment where the prop- 
erty of the farmer is confiscat- 
ed to pay the tax burden of the 
state," expressed the wish that 
a method might be devised so 
that the burden might more 
adequately spread over the tax- 
payers of the 
counties of the 


state. 


The speaker asserted that it 


was the plan of the farm bureau 
to cooperate with the city busi- 
ness man rather., than work 
against him. He said the bureau 
succeeded in securing a reduc- 
tion in the assessments of farm 
values in order to prevent - the 
bonded indebtedness of town- 
ships from decreasing. 
He said 


that while the assessment 'is re- 
duced, the rate goes up, but that 
in this small way a more equal 
taxing of farmer and business 
man was instituted. 


This method of the transfer- 


ing of the tax burden was sup- 
plemented by the •. speaker with 
the ihethod of the income tax 
system, by which, according to 
Mr. Taylor, the burden of the 
farmer would be reduced. 
The 


present method of' assessment, 
he said, is not a fair assessment, 
and is not fair to the ones who 
have to" pay 'for the privileges 
received by those who do 
not 


pay. He predicted that a gov- 
.ernment sales tax on necessi- 
ties would be better than the 
present method of assessment. 


Township taxes in the state 


have increased by $40,000,000, or 
over three times over the taxes 
of ten years ago, he said. Any- 
thing or any project that would 
tend to increase the assessment 
in any way was strongly dis- 
favored by the speaker. 


H. J. Walsman, of Batesville, 


field secretary of the Indiana 
Taxpayers Association, attended 
.the meeting, . A very small 
crowd attended the meeting, 
with only fifteen men present.

Certainly a county hospital can 
not be blamed for that. Every 
taxpayer .should know why he is 
paying increased rates. He is un- 
doubtedly receiving 100 cents on 
his dollar of taxes paid. If he is 
not, he should complain. If he 
investigated, he would find that 
the increases are largely due to 
new roads and better schools. 
In some taxing units the offic- 
ials were penny wise and pound 
foolish. In other, words, they en- 
deavored to keep the rate low 
during their administration by 
borrowing money, but in 
the 


end the bills had to be paid by 
taxation. There is only one thing 
which determines how 
much 


the people shall pay in taxes, 
and that is the money spent. If 
the valuation is low, the rate 
will be high and if the valuation 
is high the rate will be low, but 
the inescapable fact is that the 
tax bill must be paid. Any com- 
parison of tax rates for 
this 


year and last must, to be hon- 
est, take into consideration the 
revaluation of farm lands last 
year, which increased the rates 
because of lower valuations. 


Your correspondent says the 


propaganda favoring a hospital 
has very little to say regarding 
the maintenance cost. That is 
true becuse it is impossible to 
give any figures on the cost of 
maintaining a Rush county hos- 
pital, since there never was such 
an institution. This committee 
has been dealing in facts and 
can be guided in this matter on- 
ly by the experience of other 
hospitals in communities similar 
to Rush county.

This is misleading in 
that 


anyone attempting to arrive at 
the facts, would multiply $14,25Q 
by 20 years and arrive at the 
false conclusion that the hospi- 
tal would cost $285,000. This is 
just $67,500 more than the cost 
of a $150,000 
hospital. Your 


correspondent,, whether purpose- 
ly or not neglected to explain 
that each year the 
interest 


charge grows smaller, due to a 
certain number of the bonds be- 
ing retired, and while the ma- 
turities and 
interest charge 


might be $11,250 the first year, 
this cost would be 
materially 


lowered annually. 


This committee averaged the 


cost of retiring the bonds and 
meeting the interest charge, in 
order not to confuse taxpayers
